This past October, 

Stanstead College wel¬ 
comed a visiting commit¬ 
tee from the New England 
Association of Schools 
and Colleges (NEASC). 

This committee consist¬ 
ed of peers from mem¬ 
ber schools who came to 
Stanstead to perform one 
of the final procedures for 
NEASC re-accreditation. 

Essentially, our visitors 
reviewed whether we 
were doing what we said 
we were doing in our own 
self-study. 

That self-study is the key 
component of the pro¬ 
cess. Our teachers and 
staff members broke the 
school down into its var¬ 
ious aspects - from pro¬ 
gramming to administra¬ 
tion - and put them under the microscope. They then celebrated 
any successes, pointed out any warts. 

We are obliged to undergo re-accreditation every 10 years, and it's 
integral to our school mission in terms of university prep. We are a 
Canadian school on the U.S. border, and NEASC accreditation allows 
our Grade 12s to more readily access universities and colleges in 
the United States. It's a natural and essential fit. 

Equally important, this re-accreditation process forces us to step 
back from the hectic blur of school life to reflect on who we are. 
Otherwise, it would be very easy to keep on keepin' on, and that's 
how stagnation sets in. Moreover, the visiting committee reinforces 
that reflection, either by saying, "Yes, you're right..." or "Sure, but 
you missed this point..." 

NEASC reaccreditation is a major undertaking, and I want to thank 
our employees for tackling it with enthusiasm and a spirit of open¬ 
ness. A great deal of pride went into this reflection. That's likely why 
we were so eager to welcome our guests on the visiting committee 
- because we were excited to show them who we are, what we do 
and how great our students can be. And, yes, the visiting committee 
went away impressed. 

This issue of the Red & White continues on in that spirit of reflection 
as we look back on the last five years or so. Stanstead College has 
grown and continues to grow. This certainly presents challenges, 
and it will require further reflection to determine where we want to 
go and who we want to be as a school. But as we've already seen, 
reflection is good.

Rouquette of Montiron, France. 

Tony Tu of Kumning, China earned the 
top average for students in Grade 12 
along with the Spofforth Trophy for 
Excellence in Science and Mathemat¬ 
ics and the Grade 12 Math and Physics 
prizes. 

Two Vermont day students, Alex Bimm 
and Emily Willis, had the highest aver¬ 
ages for Grade 11 and 10 respectively. 
Matthew Campbell, also from Ver¬ 
mont, was the top student in Grade 
9. He also won the Banting Award, the 
Kenneth Reed Award and the Junior 
Debating Award. 

Brianna Grapes of Waterville, Que. 
won the Gordon Usher-Jones Award, 
presented to the Grade 12 student 
who has attended Stanstead College 
for one year and who has made an 
exceptional contribution through in¬ 
volvement in all aspects of school 
life. Brianna was the first recipient of 
the E4E Scholarship, created entire¬ 
ly through fundraising by our school 
community and friends. 

The 46 students in Grade 12 received 
offers from 25 Canadian, 19 US and 
two schools in Switzerland. Scholar¬ 
ship offers totaled over $1.5 million.

T he aura of success can be overpowering, 
and so when someone wildly success¬ 
ful gives us advice, we listen, hoping to 
learn something useful. We elevate modern 
visionaries like Mark Zuckerberg, the found¬ 
er of Facebook, to cultural deity status when 
the more useful lessons would probably come 
from the countless failed Silicon Valley start¬ 
ups. If I had been invited here to speak be¬ 
cause I had won millions in the lottery, what 
would I say? "Invest all your money in the 
lottery. Don't give up, even when things look 
bleak. I persevered and look at me now!" Of 
course, that would be ridiculous, and yet it's 
often difficult, even impossible, to distinguish 
with certainty, whether success was due to the 
actions and choices of the successful or a for¬ 
tuitous combination of random circumstance. 

So my advice is: don't take advice from suc¬ 
cessful people. No, of course not; but don't 
take it blindly. Better yet, take advice from 
happy people. Because that should be our 
goal, right? To lead a happy life? And what if 
you need success to be happy? Well, there's 
nothing wrong with that. We should all be am¬ 
bitious in our goals, and strive for success. But 
don't let external measures of success define 
you. Don't let the dreams of others be your 
dreams. That may mean disappointing some¬ 
one - maybe even a parent here today — but 
it's an important lesson in the long run. If you 
want to live a happy and successful life, take 
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Seek happiness and success will follow 


advice from passionate people. Because 
finding something you are passionate about 
- something that both challenges you and 
brings you joy - is the only route to achiev¬ 
ing both. 

You've all made, or will soon make, a choice 
about where you'll be, and what you'll do 
next year. Plans are good. Having a vision is 
good. But if it doesn't inspire you, you'll nev¬ 
er reach the heights you aspire to. So follow 
the path you've laid, but don't be afraid to 
switch things up, and make sure you take a 
moment here and there to reflect and ask 
whether you're doing what you want to be 
doing or what you think you should be doing. 

You've probably been told, when faced with 
a major life decision, to make a list of pros 
and cons. Don't. That's too impersonal for 
life's big moments; it's overly constrained 
by rational thought. Great for choosing cars, 
not for choosing careers. Instead, make a 
list of "whys" and "why-nots." When faced 
with two options, ask yourself "why" you'd 
choose one and not the other. And if one 
column fills up with whys like "money" or 
"prestige," while the other column con¬ 
tains words like "exciting," "challenging" or 
even why nots like "intimidating" and "un¬ 
certain," well, I know which choice I would 
make. 

This philosophy has guided me well. I started 


in engineering [...] but by second year I knew 
my passion lay elsewhere. It took me three 
years of studying physics to realize that the 
part of physics I really loved was math, and 
another two years of grad school to realize 
that the part of math I really loved was solv¬ 
ing riddles. And every time I thought I had 
closed a door - leaving engineering, choos¬ 
ing not to pursue a PhD - I found it just left 
more room to fill with things I really loved, 
that challenged and inspired me at the same 
time. Today, in my work, I am still solving 
riddles, but they are riddles that nobody 
else has solved before - riddles that I'm not 
always sure can be solved. I've been trying 
to solve riddles my whole life - I can still re¬ 
member the twelve-marble problem Mr. Van 
Dyke gave to me in Grade 10 - but now it's a 
career, and I know my work makes an impact 
in the world, and that makes me happy. 

Some of the choices you'll be faced with - 
the ones where you need to make a list of 
whys and why-nots - the answer won't be 
so clear. Leaving behind a teaching career 
at Stanstead was a tough choice, and after 
grad school there was a real temptation to 
go back. By the measure I've described - 
by any measure, really - your teachers and 
the other dedicated staff at the college are 
some of the most successful people you'll 
meet. Can you possibly doubt it? Are they 
passionate? You'd know that after a week 


spent on campus. Happy? Well, that's a bit 
tougher to tell, sometimes. It may surprise 
you to hear this, but correcting exams or 
supervising Friday night detention is not ac¬ 
tually that enjoyable. But it comes with the 
territory, and it's a trade-off they all make, 
to a person, happily. 

Are they successful? If the success of a 
teacher is measured in the quality of their 
students, then looking at the young wom¬ 
en and men sitting before me today, it is 
evident in spades. But as proud as your 
teachers are, they can only take credit for 
building an environment in which you could 
thrive; the achievement is all yours. You've 
all worked hard to get here - harder than 
99% of high school graduates. [...] One thing 
that has never changed is the astoundingly 
high expectations the school places on you. 
Classes, sports, clubs - every minute seem¬ 
ingly filled to the brim. But if there is one 
aspect of the Stanstead experience that will 
serve you, not just in university, but through 
your whole life, it's that you went through 
the ringer here and came out better for it.

Learning and service in 





W hat began as a sister-school re¬ 
lationship between Stanstead 
College and Olympia Schools in 
Vietnam has blossomed into an interna¬ 
tional philanthropy learning exchange. 

Stanstead partnered with Olympia Schools 
in Hanoi a number of years ago under 
the direction of its principal Chris Mc¬ 
Donald. As part of that partnership, the 
two schools began working remotely on 
a collaborative project, with the students 
driving the goals, the fundraising and the 
implementation. 

From the beginning, the service compo¬ 
nent moved forward using the guiding 
principles of philanthropy, generosity, sus¬ 
tainability, internationalism, compassion 
and human kindness. The service compo¬ 
nent aimed at supporting and educating 
people living in less fortunate areas of 
Vietnam and Cambodia. The learning com¬ 
ponent is broad-based and covers topics 
such as: budgeting, cultural diversity, ge¬ 
ography, project management, human 
resources management, raising money, 
teaching and learning, collaboration and 
problem solving. 

During March break 2016, Stanstead sent 
its first delegation to Vietnam, lead by Di¬ 
rector of Academics Andrew Blair. The stu¬ 
dents worked at Hong Ki Primary School 
and Yen Ninh orphanage in the rural parts 


of northern Vietnam, where our students 
helped the school to build a protecting 
wall around the campus. They also inter¬ 
acted with the children by giving them free 
English lessons and playing recreational 
games with them. 

"My experience in Vietnam was incredibly 
eye opening," says Jessica Lozano-Schmitt, 
now in Grade 12, who made that first ex¬ 
cursion. Td never been so fully immersed 
in a culture I knew so little about. I gained 
a huge respect for the work that still needs 
to be done in Vietnam and all round the 
world, which has inspired me for my fu¬ 
ture carrier." 

The Service Learning Project, as it came to 
be known, continued into 2017, with Chris 
McDonald now working at Stanstead Col¬ 
lege (he is now Director of International 
Affairs). With funds raised through bake 
sales, raffles and a donation by the local 
Rotary Club of the Boundary, the team 
of students travelled to Vietnam to build 
a playground and supply a school with 
technological facilities such as wi-fi rout¬ 
ers, internet-enabled projectors and white 
screens. They also installed an awning to 
cover the students during their outdoor 
assemblies. 

The project continues to expand. In ad¬ 
dition to the March break service trip, 
Stanstead has begun a summer project in¬ 




volving not only our students but students 
from the US, Vietnam and Cambodia, 
again working collaboratively. 

This past summer, the delegates embarked 
on a two-week enrichment program - 
known as the Capstone Internship Pro¬ 
gram - working mainly with children from 
SOS Children's Village in Pleiku, Vietnam. 
In addition to playing games with them, 
students collaborated with a local neigh¬ 
bourhood to open a free language centre. 
Over 60 children attended twice a day for 
free lessons. Thus, the group worked with 
over 150 kids of all ages over the two- 
week span. Finally, they interacted with 
small business owners in the community 
who had children with Down syndrome. 

This initiative will continue in 2018. To find 
out more about Capstone, visit "Summer 
Camps" on the Stanstead College website. 

"It is such a unique experience where we, 
the students, are the ones who shape 
everything about the trip," said Loza¬ 
no-Schmitt. "I'm so proud of how much 
we've achieved in the past three years and 
am excited to return again this year."

If attracting students to Stanstead College is the job of the Admis¬ 
sions Department, keeping them here is everyone's job. Retention 
rates, therefore, become an indicator of overall student satisfac¬ 
tion. 

"Increased retention rate is also likely the result of admitting more 
mission-appropriate students," says Ms. Carruthers. "As our num¬ 
bers and applications have increased, we have had the privilege of 
being more selective, which in turn means that our students are a 
better fit for us and us for them." 


T en years ago, North America was on the verge of 
a major recession, one that would have an impact 
on countless business and corporations, includ¬ 
ing boarding schools in Canada and the United States. 
Schools that had been relying on their endowments to sup¬ 
port operations saw their investments shrink. Parents who 
might otherwise have enrolled their children in private 
school had second thoughts. This on top of a declining 
demographic resulted in some boarding schools closing 
their doors. 

Stanstead College, however, weathered the storm. While 
there was a substantial drop in enrolment following the 
2008 recession - from 206 on opening day to 174 - the 
school rebounded and is in fact now enjoying a period of 
considerable growth. 

Much of this growth has occurred in the past five years 
thanks to the efforts of our dedicated team in Admissions. 

“Joanne Carruthers has been the Director of Admissions 
for the past 13 years and has traveled the country and the 
globe to recruit students who endorse and then live out our 
mission, ” said Headmaster Michael Wolfe. “Recruitment 
success, both at home and abroad, is about building rela¬ 
tionships, and these are not made overnight. It takes time 
to get to know the details about our school, the program 
offered and the people who make it all work. ” 

That requires a significant amount of travel on the part of 
our Admissions team. They do it willingly and always with 
energy and enthusiasm, said Mr. Wolfe. 

Despite our growing numbers, we are still a small school, 
so finding the right fit, for students and for Stanstead, is 
critically important. We are fortunate to have an Admis¬ 
sions team that always carries out this important task with 
the utmost attention and care, he said.

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U GUIDANCE ADVANCEMENT 


The Stanstead College Annual Fund is the major fundraising com¬ 
ponent of the school, providing financial aid and program support. 
In 2011-12 fiscal year, the Advancement Office raised $194,000 
through the Annual Fund. That amount has increased fairly steadi¬ 
ly, finishing in 2016-17 with an amount of $566,246. This is an im¬ 
portant figure; as enrolment increases, so does demand for finan¬ 
cial assistance and the cost of running the school. In 2017-18, the 
school has provided nearly $1.7 million in financial aid to families.

The school's tentpole fundraising event - the Alumni & Friends 
Golf Tournament - has seen a steady increase in growth, raising 
$27,000 in 2012 to a record $55,000 this past fall. In that period, 
the tournament moved from a spring event to a fall event, coin¬ 
ciding with Homecoming. The school also added and developed 
an online auction to accompany the tournament, allowing remote 
supporters to participate. 

This period also saw the creation of a Montreal fundraising event, 
the Entrepreneurs for Education gala, which to date has raised 
nearly $200,000. 

The school has likewise seen a healthy increase in participation 
rate in the Annual Fund. This is particularly true in gifts to the 
school from current parents, increasing from 11.8% to 37%.

ATHLETICS 


Years of 

Growth 

While it's difficult to quantify the athletics program in terms of 
growth, it is safe to say that sports at Stanstead College continue 
to thrive and adapt to the needs of the school and the students. 

Several interscholastic programs have been added to better serve 
the student body without taking away from existing programs. 
These have included badminton, with resources, attention and 
professional development being given especially in the past two 
years in an effort to bolster the program, which serves 24 students. 
Three years ago lacrosse was added as a spring option. While this 
has been an exhibition program to date, the plan is to improve the 
lacrosse schedule going forward through contacts in Montreal. 
Yoga was added in 2016-17 as a supplemental option to the spring 
term (i.e. in addition to a spring sport). A pilot senior girls volley¬ 
ball intramural option will be tried this winter term, while a pilot 
track program will be added to the 2017-18 spring term. 

In 2015-16, the varsity boys and girls hockey program became a 
two-term sport (fall and winter) making it more competitive with 
other schools already offering such an option. This has allowed 
Stanstead to continue to recruit top student-athletes. These Spar¬ 
tans are regularly represented among national and provincial 
teams and continue to receive scholarship offers from universities 
in Canada and the United States. Several players have made the 
NHL Draft watch list 

The two-term option did, however, have an impact on other 
sports, in particular football, whose player numbers had already 
been in decline. The football program was discontinued two sea¬ 
sons ago. 

It should also be mentioned that an attempt to develop an elite 
varsity boys' basketball team was abandoned. While the school 
saw success in terms of winning, for example, the Visser Trophy 
and other tournaments, the model was deemed not sustainable. 
The boys' senior program has now moved back to local league 
play. In fact, in addition to traditional ETIAC play, both the girls' 
and boys' senior basketball teams joined the regional RSEQ league 
in 2016, providing competition against local French high schools.

“Stanstead College has always measured suc¬ 
cess in terms of participation, effort, and sports¬ 
manship. While there has been an increase of 
late in ETIAC league and playoff champion¬ 
ships (soccer, basketball, rugby, tennis and 
golf), as well as first-ever signature tournament 
victories (Girls CAIS Soccer, Dunn Provincial 
Tournament, MacLeod Provincial Tournament), 
the true mark of success is how competitive 
Stanstead College continues to be at all levels 
of all sports despite our small size. Almost 
every student who wants to play a sport here is 
able to play that sport (unlike at larger schools), 
and thanks to devoted coaches (who in their 
spare time are full time teachers), we contin¬ 
ue to field competitive teams year after year, 
providing our student body with the invaluable 
opportunity to learn and grow through compet¬ 
itive sport, which is the point of high-school 
sport. No one does it better than we do.”

D uring Homecoming this fall, the 
Stanstead College Girls Hockey Spar¬ 
tans paid tribute to a school pioneer. 
While girls hockey existed at Stanstead Col¬ 
lege from its early days all the way through 
to the 1950s, it died out for many years at 
Stanstead College. There was no place for 
the girls to play. 

But in 1992-93, Kirsten Layzell (now Kirsten 
McConnell) joined the senior boys' team, 
among the first to do so in Quebec. 

Prior to their on-ice practice this past Sep¬ 
tember, McConnell took to the ice to speak 
to the girls about that experience and what 
it meant. But first she had to tell her daugh¬ 
ter about what was going to be happening 
at Stanstead. Her daughter said, "Really, 
Mom? What's the big deal? EVERYONE 
PLAYS HOCKEY!" 

"But girls just didn't play back then," she re¬ 
calls. "It wasn't a thing, and we didn't ques¬ 
tion it." 

In fact, families were going to court to allow 
girls to play with the boys. But, according to 
then-coach Andrew Retchless, Kirsten asked 
to try out and the Athletics Department 
agreed. "[Headmaster Barry Gallant] agreed 
too, as long as we could assure her safety 
and dignity," he recalls. 


It wasn't an entirely seamless transition, 
however. McConnell remembers being 
booed when she walked on the ice and fans 
throwing soda tins at her during warm-up. 

But she does give credit for the boys on her 
team accepting her. 


parent] Guy Lafleur was there to witness it," 
she says. 

Twenty-five years later, Kirsten is equally 
thrilled that Stanstead College is now home 
to one of the top girls high school teams in 
the country. 


"If they didn't want me on their team, they 
never voiced it, and their actions made me 
feel supported. I felt great pride sitting in my 
converted broom closet 
with the star on the door. 

But this truly was a les¬ 
son in being comfortable 
with the uncomfortable. 

We knew we were walk¬ 
ing into some interesting 
times, but as a team we 
faced them together." 


"You are now inspiring young girls across the 
country," she told the Spartans. "Keep it up 
and keep making us proud." 


She also remembers the 
entire team jumping the 
bench and starting a brawl 
when one of the opposing 
players was aiming for her. 


Kirsten scored a single 
goal as a player-at home. 
The crowd went wild. "Just 
an amazing feeling, and I 
have spent years bragging 
about the fact that [past

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Matthew Stevenson (’77) brings his passion 
for ‘hanging out’ to Stanstead College 


M atthew Stevenson (1977) has done a lot of things in his 
life: banking, advertising, the music industry, funeral 
director. But his epiphany came about eight years ago, 
27 feet up in the air. 


He was at a Club Med with his family, and among the activities 
was a flying trapeze. The instructor said to him, "You should 
come." Stevenson said, "Are you crazy?" or words slightly more 
profane. 


But Stevenson noticed that everyone coming off the trapeze had 
the biggest smiles on their faces. So he watched. For a week he 
watched. And, on his final day, he climbed the ladder. Then he 
jumped. 


"It was the most fun I ever 
had with my clothes on," he 
says. 


Flying through the air, he 
said, was the most incred¬ 
ible feeling. He doesn't 
describe himself as an 
adrenaline junkie, but it 
thrilled him. And he was 
hooked. 


"I'm a skinny guy," he says. 

"I grew up skinny, I was no 
good at sports, I was unco¬ 
ordinated. This gave me such a sense of where I am in space. I 
realized I could do something physical and do it well." 


Back in Toronto, Stevenson has been undergoing circus training 
and, on two occasions, performing since that visit to Club Med. 
He passed on his love of acrobatics to his daughter and, this past 
spring, to Stanstead College students as well. 


To mark the 40 th anniversary of his graduation from Stanstead 
College, Stevenson arranged to have four circus performers, led 
by Toronto performer and acrobat Joanne Galligan of Femme du 
Feu and Circus in the Trees, come to Stanstead College to teach 
students aerial silks, aerial hoop, acro-balancing, static trapeze 
and juggling. 


Sessions for junior students were incorporated into their regu¬ 
larly scheduled Physical Education classes, while senior students 
and teachers had an opportunity to participate after classes, 
closing with a final performance. 


Arranging for the circus to come to town was more than just 
marking Stevenson's time at Stanstead, however. It was also 
about creating possibilities. 


"When I thought about this, what would have happened if I as 
a 17-year old had been exposed to circus? Would my life have 
been different, or would I have stayed in smoking room?" he 
wonders. "To give an opportunity of this kind to a kid, it might 
open doors that he never thought possible." 


In fact, Stevenson remembers one student in particular from this 
past spring. He seemed a little more awkward around his peers 
than the other kids. "But he got up. He did it. He may never do it 
again, but he did it."

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W hen Stanstead Wesleyan College 
finally opened on January 7, 
1874, the entire community 
was ecstatic. Construction had started in 
1872, and in August 1873 the hope was 
still to open the facility in the middle 
of November. However, cold and harsh 
winters had slowed down the process and 
it was now the middle of the school year. 

The idea of waiting until the following 
September to open the doors never 
crossed the mind of the stockholders, 
however; they were probably hoping 
to start making money out of their 
investment. Stanstead Wesleyan College 
would then be opened for the school year 
1873-1874 from January 7 to June 30, 
plenty of times for two full terms. 

The building that had been erected was 
a massive one for the time. Constructed 
of granite and brick, it was five stories 
in height with dimensions of 142'x 52' 
with a wing of 37' x 42'. It was advertised 
that it could house not only all teachers 
but 200 student boarders and 100 day 
students. Rooms had also been set aside 
for servants. It had a Ruttan system of 
ventilation, was lighted with gas and hot, 
with cold water supplied to every floor. 
A sewage system had also been put in 
place, which was still novelty enough for 
the board to boast about. Rooms were 
furnished at a cost of $3 per week, and 
each one consisted of a closet, chairs, 
bedsteads, bedding, a wash-stand, a 
stove, a bureau, a mirror and a table. 

Each wing housed a different gender to 
preserve modesty. Between the wings 


could be found the classrooms, the 
parlour (which was furnished by ladies of 
the community at a cost of $800) as well 
as the apartments of the governor and 
principal. A piano had also bung acquired 
from the Channell family at a cost of 
$260US for the pleasure of the students. 

When the idea of building a school in 
Stansteack had first been discussed, the 
option of making it a Ladies College 
had been thoroughly examined, but 
the proponents of a co-educational 
establishment had prevailed. Rules would 
have to be set in place to make sure that 
proper behaviour would be enforced 
and to reassure parents that their 
children would be in good hands. Both 
sexes would attend the same classes, 
but they occupied different sections in 
the classrooms and were not allowed to 
talk to one another. They had separate 
entrances to the building as well as 
separate grounds. The only time they 
could mingle were during meals and in the 
parlour when chaperoned by members of 
the faculty. 

Opening Day enrolment 

These regulations seem to have been 
enough for the community. On its first 
year, out of the 139 students who walked 
the halls, 71 were ladies and 68 were 
gentlemen. Approximately 20 students 
were boarders. Stanstead Wesleyan 
College's first graduate would also be 
young woman, Clara J. Stevens, who 
would graduate with a MEL (English) 
Ladies Collegiate diploma. 

One mission of the school was to provide 
as many academic options as possible 
in order to reach the largest number of 
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students. Therefore, different degrees 
were available based on the student's 
gender. Ladies could choose a three-year 
course in English, a four-year course in 
Modern Languages or a four-year course in 
Classics. Gentlemen had their pick among 
a common English course, an Academic 
course, a teacher's preparatory course 
(normal school), college preparatory, the 
Industrial and Scientific Department orthe 
Commercial Department (which offered 
penmanship, bookkeeping, banking and 
commercial law). Also available were 
classes in fine arts (music, drawing, 
painting, etc.). Although a virtuous idea, 
staffing challenges made the execution 
difficult. Several gentlemen had to be 
hired as co-examiners to cope with the 
work. Different levels of students of the 
same subjects had to be put together due 
to a lack of staff, making more advanced 
students wait for their peers in order to 
continue their learning. Some adapted to 
this situation, others lost patience and left 
the school. 

Fees were deemed respectable and 
in keeping with what was happening 
elsewhere in the region. They were also 
ideologically as low as possible in order 
to allow as many students as possible 
to attend. Fees were due per term, as 
can be seen in the image at left. Note 
that children of clergymen would get a 
discount of 12%. The governor also had 
the liberty to reduce the tuition fees to 
families who sent more than one child to 
the College. 

Prestigious families 

Who were the students that came to 
Stanstead Wesleyan during its first 
year? Most of them came from all the

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prestigious families of the region: Haskell, 
Colby, Stevens, Pierce, Ball, Moulton, etc. 
If their families had not yet left their trace 
on the Eastern Townships or elsewhere, 
they would do so in the next 30 years. 
Among them, Dr. Charles Dexter Ball, who 
would become a respected member of 
the Medical Association of Orange County, 
California; and Eugene Cowles who would 
travel the United States and Canada as 
an opera singer. They also came from all 
parts of the region as well as Vermont. 
One student had even made the journey 
from New Orleans, Louisiana. 

Their teachers were respected members 
in their field and came highly praised 
and recommended. Led by Rev. William 
Hansford as the governor of the school 
(as well as teacher of mental and moral 
science, and evidences of Christianity) and 
Rev. A. Lee Holmes as principal (who also 
taught Classics and Higher Mathematics), 
the teachers consisted of: George Bompas 
(Physical Science, Drawing); W.H. Lee 
(Commercial department and Librarian); 
C.C. Colby (Jurisprudence, Commercial 
and Constitutional Law); Jane Flanders 
(preceptress and French teacher); Mrs. 
W.H. Lee (History, English, Painting and 
Ornamental Arts); Helen Giles (German 
and Italian); and Lizzie Haskell (Rhetoric, 
English Literature, Music). Two of these 
teachers would end up having buildings 
named after them, namely Mr. Holmes 
and Mr. Colby. 

Prominent members of society 

The school was run by a board of 
directors. While many came from religious 
denominations (including Rev. Samuel 
Rice, Rev. Joseph Hagar, Rev. George 
Douglas and Rev. George Washington), 


some were also preeminent members of 
society, including the Honorable T.L. Terrill, 
MP for Stanstead and a respected lawyer 
of the region. These men were pillars in 
their fields, and portraits of them used 
to decorate the walls of the school. A 
lithography of Hon. T.L. Terrill was recently 
identified in the archives of the college.[4t 
is also important to note that, although the 
members of the board came from different 
religious background, it was the Wesleyan 
Methodist Church of Canada that had 
"pledged its moral aid and support... and 
assured the friends who [had] undertaken 
this noble work, that they could depend 
upon the patronage and hearty sympathy 
of the Conference in working out the 
enterprise." They were therefore in charge 
of the moral government and religious 
attitude of the school. 

Many of these directors were present 
at the official opening of the school, 
lauding praise on the project. Their 
biggest worry was that the school would 
not remain Canadian at heart, being so 
close to the American border. They were 
not afraid that peace was short term but 
that eventually the curriculum would 
be borrowed from our neighbours and 
not used to "lay the foundation of our 
country's greatness on the secure one of 
education." It has to be remembered that 
Canada was a very young country at the 
time (being only 7 years old), and some 
educators did not believe in promoting 
this new endeavour but preferred sticking 
to a British nationalism. The Fenian raids 
were also fresh in the minds of many men, 
the event being a couple of years old. 

When all gathered on June 30 for the 
first closing exercises, most felt satisfied 


in their choice o# Stanstead for the 
location of this new school. In 1873-1874, 
Stanstead was a wealthy town that could 
hold its own against the large cities of the 
province without many of their pitfalls. 
The air was said to be pure, the scenery 
was and still is breathtaking, it was far 
from "many temptations" of the time 
and, very importantly, it was free from 
the threat of malaria and other diseases 
that would strike during the summer. 
Stanstead was also a terminus for all 
the main railway lines and was easily 
reachable from Sherbrooke, Montreal, 
Boston, Springfield and New York. 

Sun before clouds 

So they all came out on that summer day 
in the commodious lecture room of the 
school to congratulate themselves and 
the first graduate of the school. Talks were 
Wiade by Rev. Professor Townsend, D.D., 
of Boston University. Essays were read 
by students and vocal and instrumental 
numbers finished the program. 

Optimism reigned on that day. However, 
a small dark cloud was still present in the 
sky. Of the $42,000 necessary to build the 
school, $16 135 was still in subscription 
with a balance of $2406. An additional 
$2000 was expected in order to ease the 
finances. These numbers might look small 
nowadays, but considering that a student 
was paying roughly 7$ per term, it was a 
huge debt to clear. The plan at first was 
to negotiate a loan and collect more 
subscriptions. This financial situation, 
however, would follow the school for the 
next couple of years, until the Methodist 
Church took sole ownership and the 
stockholders sold back their shares in the 
school.
